DEAR MR. BOROVOY: 

THIS IS IN REPLY TO YOUR LETTER OF AUGUST 29, 1978, REGARD- 
ING PROPOSED PROJECT TEAM VISITS DURING THE FOURTH QUARTER 
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1978. 

PLEASE REFER TO MY LETTER TO YOU OF AUGUST 29, 1978, LISTING 
ARRIVAL OF DELEGATION HEADED BY MR. RANDY VOSBECK, THE 
PROJECT CHAIRMAN FOR THE PROJECT 2.1, "ORGANIZATION AND 
TECHNOLOGY OF DESIGN." WITH REGARD TO THE US ITINERARY 
PREFERENCE, THE PROJECT TEAM FEELS IT IS IMPORTANT TO CON- 
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CENTRATE ON SUBJECT MATTER OF MUTUAL INTERESTS AND NOT 
GEOGRAPHICAL LOCATION. IN ADDITION TO PROJECT TEAM VISIT 
TO MOSCOW, IT IS SUGGESTED WE MIGHT VISIT ONE OTHER LOCA- 
TION SELECTED BY YOU. 

OUR HISTORIC PRESERVATION EXPERT, MR. WALTER ROTH, WILL BE 
VISITING THE USSR FOR THE FIRST TIME AND IS INTERESTED IN 
SEEING HISTORICAL SITES WITH PARTICULAR EMPHASIS ON SEEING 
HOW OLDER GOVERNMENT AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS ARE ADAPTED TO 
SERVE MODERN NEEDS. IF YOU FEEL IT USEFUL, PERHAPS A TRIP 
TO LENINGRAD OR SAMARKAND COULD BE ARRANGED. 

PROJECT GROUP 3.1, "LARGESCALE CONSTRUCTION' 1 HEADED BY 
MESSRS. ROBERT BORG AND JAMES KING, PLANS A VISIT THIS

THE CONTINUED EXCELLENT RELATIONS WHICH WE HAVE EXPERIENCED
